County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Recreation Build- 
ing in Great Island Common, in said New Castle, on Tues- 
day, the ninth day of March, next, at ten of the clock in 
the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. The polls for the election of town officers will 
open at ten of the clock in the forenoon and shall not be 
closed before six of the clock in the afternoon. 


2. To hear the reports of agents, officers, committees, 
boards, and others heretofore chosen and to pass any vote 
in relation thereto. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and to make 
appropriation for the same. 


4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to incur temporary loans in anticipation of the taxes 
for the year 1965 upon the credit of the Town, and issue 
its notes therefor in accordance with the Municipal Finance 


Act. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount 
to be made to those persons who shall pay their taxes with- 
in a reasonable time after they receive notice of the taxes 
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assessed against them and to fix the amount of such dis- 
count and the time within which such discount shall be 
allowed. 


6. To seeif the Town will vote to participate with the 
other towns and cities in the area in the advertising, pro- 
motional and publicity activities of the New Hampshire 
Seacoast Regional Development Association as authorized 
by law and to raise and appropriate the necessary sum of 
money therefor. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town Road 
Aid from the State for the construction of Town roads 
and to raise and appropriate the necessary sums of money 
therefor. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing 
Zoning Ordinance by adding to Section IV, Paragraph 9, 
the following:

Thousand Dollars ($6,000.00). 


10. To see if the Town will vote to purchase and to 
raise and appropriate for said purchase the area of the for- 
mer Camp Langdon now known as “United States Marine 
Training Center’ by the issuance of long term notes in a 
sum not to exceed Six Thousand Dollars ($6,000.00), 
with the Selectmen authorized to negotiate and sign such 
long term notes.

place of payment, and other details of said notes shall be 
delegated to the Selectmen. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to pay over to the

Annual Letter — 1964 





Progress has continued in the Great Island Common 
area and we feel that if we keep after the job a little at a 
time, our people can not only enjoy the Common now, 
but the future possibilities for an area of enjoyment are 
very, very great. We must report to the National Park 
Service, upon whose recommendation the Town pur- 
chased the Common from the General Services Administra- 
tion, each two years upon the anniversary of the purchase. 
We thought that you might be interested in the acknowl- 
edgement of our first report. 


During the year we have installed a new roof on the 
Recreation Building and have bulldozed a large area for 
skating and hockey. The weather did not cooperate during 
the first part of the winter and much of the icemakers 
frozen efforts were wasted by thaws and rain, but during 
the past four weeks good ice was available and apparently 
much enjoyed. 


As far as the Recreation building goes, the actual 
scheduling is in the hands of the Recreation Commission, 
but we would estimate that it is in use more than half of 
the evenings each week. 


The electric power system for the Common was in- 
herited from the Government and was much larger than 
required, unsightly, and expensive to operate. We therefor 
sold the system to the New Hampshire Electric Company, 
have installed separate meters in each building requiring 
power, and have removed the excess poles and wires. A 
flood light was installed near the Recreation building. 


When the Town voted to accept Daddy Neal’s Lane 
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as a public street last March there was some opposition 
from some of the residents so we have acted in the matter 
strictly in accordance with advise from our legal counsel. 
All of the abuttors are equal citizens of the Town with 
equal rights so that our procedure has been deliberate. No 
agreement could be reached among the abuttors so the mat- 
ter is in the process of an eminent domain proceeding at 
the present time. 


In the matter of sewers for the Town, as you all 
know the plan brought in by the Engineers and approved 
by the State Water Pollution Board, was voted down at 
the Meeting in September, as being too costly. The Water 
Pollution Board has asked us to include a further Article 
for consideration at this year’s meeting and we have done 
sO. 


The small area of old Camp Langdon along Went- 
worth Road consisting of 2.8 acres and known as the 
Marine Reserve Area has recently been declared surplus and 
turned over to the General Services Administration for 
sale. The U. S. Government has no need for it, nor does 
the State, so that if the Town can show that it is necessary 
for recreation, we may be able to purchase it. An applica- 
tion has been filed with the GSA in Boston and at this 
writing we are awaiting further word. An article will be 
placed in the Warrant concerning this land.

While resident physician at Fort William and Mary in 1773, 
Dr. Hall Jackson, of Portsmouth, and Mary Oram of Ports- 
mouth, sold a negro to John Evans for the sum of 25 pounds. 
The man’s name was Nero who had been given “in trust by the 
last will and testament of said Mary’s father Jeremiah Wheel- 
right of Portsmouth.” Jackson was “trustee” of the slave. This 
sale is a recorded deed in Exeter (book 105, page 518). 


Rev. Stephen Chase, minister at New Castle from 1750 to 
1778 had a negro “servant” named CUFF. 


Benjamin, a negro man of New Castle and Martha a negro 
woman, were married June 26, 1777 by Rev. Samuel Parsons 
of Rye.

I again wish to thank the citizens, teachers, school 
board and the Selectmen for their cooperation during the 
past year. 

We answered nine hundred and ninty-six calls. Of 
this, there were two hundred forty-seven calls from mid- 
nite to six A.M. Forty-eight of these calls were Emergency 
calls; Death notices, people in the hospital, accidents, de- 
tained, and so forth. 


I am proud to state, in as much as we do have bad 
news, we do have good news. We are going on our four- 
teenth year with no fatalities, and I hope this will con- 
tine. | 

We had a BAD year for accidents, (12) reported 
accidents (8) more then the previous year. An accident 
falls into the catagory even if only a fender is dented or 
scratched. State, cities, towns and national figures show 
an increase in accidents and fatalities. Over forty thousand 
persons were killed on our Highways last year, SPEED and 
ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES were the greatest contrib- 
utor. I hope that our accident rate will be reduced in the 
coming year. 

We had nine emergency calls to the hospital of var- 
ious nature. We assisted in six fire calls. We gave first aid 
and rushed to the hospital a youngster of two years old 
who was choking to death, who survived. We also aided 
a party who was picnicking at the Great Island Common. 
This gentleman survived. We gave aid to adults and 
children on the Beach, such as cuts, bruises and various 
other items that we were able to take care of, and in some 
cases, took them home, called their parents and arranged 
for their transportation. 
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We had four people bitten by dogs. The owners 
were notified to re-strain as required by law. One person 
was bit by the same dog twice, his bites being of a serious 
nature we had to rush him to the hospital. 

We had five ladies who had locked themselves out 
and we were able to regain entrance for them. We had 
nine persons who had locked themselves out of their cars, 
seven were at the hotel and were able to gain entrance for 
them. 

We took (132) sets of keys (car keys) away from 
persons not fit to drive, some were sent home in cabs or 
other transportation. 

We had eight boats reported missing and eight boats 
were recovered. We had to have cars removed from our 
streets and highwayss during snow removal, in some cases 
people had to get out of bed to move their cars, and in 
some cases cars were towed away at the owner's expense. 
We sanded several hills and corners when they had ac- 
cumulated ice and we felt that for every shovel of sand we 
applied we could avoid an accident. 


We had quite a few complaints from guests and em- 
ployees at the hotel. Several of the employees had been 
robbed by other employees and we had complaints of 
guests being robbed. Investigations were made and reports 
were made out, and in some cases, the greatest percentage 
of the items were recovered. 


We had eighteen adults reported missing; all eighteen 
returned. We had twenty-three juveniles reported missing; 
they all returned. 

We had thirty-seven complaints concerning dogs and 
cats of various nature; cats killed by dogs and dogs and 
cats killed by cars and trucks. Some of these complaints 
were referred to the Selectmen. 

We removed several drunks out of the Hotel and 
employees’ quarters. Some had to be locked up for safe 
keeping. 

We found thirty-eight doors open and fifty-two 
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windows open, we want to thank you people for your 
FAITH in this department but let us not over-do it, as 
you are putting temptation to those who might enter your 
homes; so please make sure your doors and windows are 
locked and let us know when you are leaving and when 
you hope to return. 

We had quite an invasion of four-legged skunks in 
the town of New Castle this year, some created quite a 
problem at the hotel and in the town. 

We picked up quite a few people unauthorized to 
solicit in this town. WE HAVE WARNED YOU. We 
again ask you to be very careful and not give them any 
money in advance when giving them an order. 


We gave safety talks to the children at the New Castle 
School several times during the year, in referrence to walk- 
ing, riding their bicycles, not to get familiar with strangers 
and by all means not to get into cars of strangers, not to 
accept any candy or to play in isolated spots alone and by 
all means to let their parents know where they are at all 
times. 

We have reprimanded the children from time to time 
when they were out of line, walking in the middle of the 
road and so forth. However, I find the children have done 
a tremendously good job and I am very proud of their 
achievement, and therefore, I feel that they should be con- 
gratulated. 

There are still some people in this town who drive 
to fast for the conditions of our streets and roads. Some 
had to learn the hard way, Court and Suspension of L1- 
censes. 

We have had a little trouble with our stop signs, and 
I do not know of any city or town where the stop signs 
are marked any plainer than ours. 

The word STOP in large letters on the road and 
wide cross bars next to the STOP SIGN; now for those 
who don’t understand; STOP means STOP, Complete 
STOP not slow down and go through, that sign was put 
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there for your protection as well as others. (the next one 
could be expensive). 

We have recommended sixty-five suspensions of li- 
censes; in some cases we found that this did more for the 
individual then bringing him or her to court and paying 
a fine. We issued over seven hundred warnings for Motor 
Vehicle Violations. 

I am sorry to say that we had quite an increase in 
our court cases, we had eighty-one cases tried in our Mu- 
nicipal Court at New Castle. The biggest percentage of 
this was motor vehicle violations. 

We did have a little juvenile trouble, but we hope for 
all concerned that this is straightened out. 


Some of the other items that were covered in our 
calls were removal of trees and branches from our high- 
ways and streets during snow and wind storms, such as 
picking up people's garbage who put it out in paper bags 
Or in containers without covers. | 

I could go on reporting to you all day, such as peo- 
ple coming to my home. 

As I recall there were some ninety-six people asking 
for advise and some had problems that were of a civil mat- 
ter, we thought it best in some cases that they consult 
their attorney and get proper answers. 

We would like to give you a run-down of all these 
calls but it would be impossible to do so. 


We are not here to snoop; we are here to PREVENT. 
And it is still my theory that PREVENTION is good law 
ENFORCEMENT .

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SUPERINTENDENT'S 
ANNUAL REPORT 


I welcome this opportunity to present my fourth an- 
nual report to School Board Members and voters. In this 
report I shall discuss matters of special interest to voters at 
this year's Annual District Meeting. 


Committee of Eight Continues to Study 
Union-wide Problems 


Last year’s report included considerable discussion of 
this topic. If one were to review the 1963-64 report it 
would be noted that last year’s planning did result in ac- 
tion in several districts. 


The Seabrook School addition is nearing completion 
and it will provide the needed facilities for increased en- 
rollments. This building project provides a library and a 
science laboratory as well as seven additional general pur- 
pose classrooms. The School Board is planning to employ 
a librarian so that effective use can be made of that import- 
ant educational area. Some citizens of Seabrook have ex- 
pressed the hope that before too long the District will see 
fit to increase the size of the auditorium-gymnasium, pro- 
vide their own school lunch program (Seabrook is present- 
ly served by the Winnacunnet Lunch Program with the 
meals and dishes transported daily), and provide the addi- 
tional facilities needed to have a well organized physical 
education program for all elementary pupils. 


In Hampton Falls the voters approved sending sixth 
graders to the Hampton Academy building on a tuition 
basis. Hampton voters also approved this tuition arrange- 
ment for a period not to exceed three years so as to allow 
further study of district consolidation. 
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In North Hampton an expanded citizens advisory 
committee has been continuing to study space problems and 
this committee working with the School Board has ar- 
ranged for three specific building proposals to be included 
in this year’s School District Warrant. 


At the December joint-board meeting of all school 
board members within Supervisory Union #21 action 
was taken to insert an article in the school district warrants 
of Seabrook, Hampton Falls, Hampton, and North Hamp- 
ton, which article would make possible the formation of 
a Cooperative Planning Committee in each district. hese 
four Planning Committees would organize as a Planning 
Board having the responsibility for studying possible dis- 
trict consolidation to include the development of articles 
of agreement which could be presented to voters for their 
approval or disapproval. 


Space Needs and Posstble District Consolidation 


The three Hamptons (Hampton Falls, Hampton and 
North Hampton) need to provide additional space to ac- 
commodate the increasing numbers of pupils who will be 
attending public schools within each of the districts. It 
may be very important to go beyond independent district 
consideration and give thought to possible ways to jointly 
solve the space problems for all three districts. 


There are significant educational benefits as well as 
important financial implications. For example, if three 
districts became one for grades 1-8, Hampton might send 
some elementary students who live near the North Hamp- 
ton School to that school, and North Hampton could 
send its Junior High students to Hampton’s departmental- 
ized Junior High School which has the facilities needed 
for a comprehensive Junior High program. This reorgan- 
ization could make possible greater educational return for 
the tax dollar invested. 


At this point I should explain that the formation of 
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a regional school district does not mean the building of a 
completely new school nor does it mean the elimination of 
the need for more space in the future. Each district entering 
into the agreement would bring with them the complete 
buildings and other assets which they have. In turn, exist- 
ing debts would also be brought into the new organization 
(note: the State assistance for the repayment of bond issues 
would increase from the present 30% to 50% if four 
districts were consolidated.) Future building requirements 
could be decided according to population density within 
the new district. 


Tuition Agreement With Portsmouth 


New Castle students in grades 7-12 attend Ports- 
mouth schools on a tuition basis and Portsmouth School 
Board members have reassured the New Castle Board that 
this tuition arrangement may be expected to continue year 
after year. Portsmouth is certainly the commercial center 
for the town of New Castle and the physical distances in- 
volved are such as to justify the sending of students to 
Portsmouth Junior and Senior High Schools. 


In the future there may be some possible consideration 
given to either the implementation of the Area Concept or 
the formation of a cooperative school district but no 
definite plan is being studied at this time. 


New Castle continues as one of the eight districts 
within Supervisory No. 21—other districts being South 
Hampton, Seabrook, Hampton Falls, Hampton, North 
Hampton, Rye and Winnacunnet. 


Sweepstakes Revenue 


The New Hampshire Sweepstakes Commission dis- 
tributed approximately $2,768,000.00 to New Hampshire 
school districts and New Castle received $3,435.15 on or 
about December 15, 1964. 


The legislation clearly indicates that sweepstakes 
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revenue is to be used ‘‘for educational purposes’’ and there 
is a considerable disagreement as to whether or not the 
State Tax Commission should have taken action which in 
effect caused these funds to reduce the local assessment 
against taxable property. 


I don’t propose to discuss all the implications in this 
report, but there seems to be two thoughts which deserve 
a reading. First, District A has been going without essential 
educational services, or supplies, or buildings; perhaps be- 
cause of insufficient taxable property. This district, District 
A, should use every cent of sweepstakes income to provide 
these needed services, supplies or buildings and it is still 
possible for the voters to use this money providing appro- 
priate action is taken at the March District Meeting. 


Let’s consider District B—a district with plenty of 
taxable property where the schools have been blessed with 
the needed financial support and in all honesty there exists 
no pressing need. In this second instance sweepstakes 
revenue would have to go to the District according to the 
Revised Statutes Annotated 284:21J and it would not 
seem to me to be in conflict with the statutes if the Tax 
Commission set the tax rate on the basis of anticipating 
state funds providing the voters had not designated any 
special use of the sweepstakes revenue. 


This problem will not be carried over into the second 
year of sweepstakes experience with the same intensity be- 
cause the income will be anticipated as income to the gen- 
eral fund and the total appropriation will be set with con- 
sideration given to the effect this income will have on the 
tax assessment. 


Capital Reserve Fund Proposed 


The School Board has included an article in the 
March School District Warrant which will make it possi- 
ble for voters to establish a capital reserve fund for the 
‘purpose of constructing and equipping, at such time as 
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the need exists, an addition or additions to the New Castle 
Elementary School and alterations to the existing plant, 
or other educational facilities . if 


If the fund is established, the voters may transfer 
sums of money from time to time, to the fund, which fund 
will be held in trust by the Trustees of Trust Funds of 
the Town. 


The money transferred to this fund may only be 
used for the specific purpose stated and only if approved by 
the voters at an annual District Meeting. 


The use of sweepstakes revenue for a capital reserve 
fund may interest voters. It is one way of saving to meet 
future needs.

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SCHOOL NURSE'S 
pe hin REPORT 


FEBRUARY 1964 TO FEBRUARY 1965 


We are pleased to report the health record of the 
children of the Maude Trefethen School in New Castle 
remains excellent. This is due to careful supervision by par- 
ents and family physicians. No serious health problems 
have been found during the annual health examinations 
for several years. 


Pupils have been given tuberculin tests under the 
auspices of the New Hampshire Tuberculosis Association. 
All were negative as were those given school personnel. 


Visual acuity tests on all pupils have been completed. 
Several children have been referred to their doctors for 
further examination. 


Children who have been absent three or more days 
must be checked by the school nurse before returning to 
school. Forty-three such examinations have been made 


since March 1964. 


In October, the school nurse attended an all-day con- 
ference of New Hampshire School-Nurse Teachers where 
ideas and programs were discussed by leaders in nursing 
education. 


Annual health examinations for the current school 
year are to be conducted by Dr. Harold Hoefle. 


It is regretable that, because of space limitation, the 
mobile dental clinic cannot be held at the school. 


We are unable to carry on hearing tests. Expensive 
audio-testing equipment is not available. Arrangements 
may be made, if necessary, at the Portsmouth Rehabilita- 
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tion Center for individual testing. 


The school nurse welcomes calls from parents regard- 
ing health problems. She wishes to assist the school in its 
task of promoting, and maintaining, a healthful school 
environment.
